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The  last  three  months  the  Immunization  Program  of  the  Montana  State  Department  of 
Health  has  been  engaged  in  immunizing  the  susceptible  children  in  Montana  against 
rubella  (German  Measles).    In  32  counties  clinics  have  been  held  or  are  scheduled  for 
an  early  future  date.    Using  ll<-it-,000  children  as  our  target  group,  13. i^-^  of  these 
children  have  been  immunized.
